Elder  Sterling  W.  Sill,  Wednesday’s  devotional  speaker, 
gave  a travelogue  description  of  hell  based  on  references  found 
in  literature  and  the  Scriptures. 

u “JUDGING  FROM  THE  past.”  commented  Elder  Sill, 
“there  will  be  few  people  who  will  get  out  of  this  world  alive.” 
People  do  have  have  a choice  of  where  they  go  after  death,  he 
said,  and  added  that  he  was  “motivated  most  effectively  by 
things  I’m  trying  to  avoid.” 

Elder  Sill  is  an  assistant  to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

HELL  IS  A “divine  institution,”  reminded  EldeV  Sill.  “It 
was  not  established  by  Satan,  but  by  God,  as  a part  of  the  ir- 
revocable law  of  the  harvest,"  he  continued. 

Throughout  his  talk,  Elder  Sill  referred  to  Dante’s  “Divine 
Comedy"  and  its  vivid  description  of  hell  and  its  occupants. 

“NO  ONE  IS  SENT  to  hell;  you  choose  to  go,”  he  em- 
phasized. He  then  referred  to  some  of  the  comments  of  Dante’s 
characters  concerning  why  they  were  in  hell.  One  said,  “My 
years  were  intent  on  earthly  things;  I never  looked  to  heaven.” 

“Justice  holds  us  captive  here,”  said  another.  A third  ex- 
cuse given  was,  “Not  what  I did,  but  what  I failed  to  do.” 

ELDER  SILL  RECOMMENDED  that  students  “develop  the 
ability  to  understand  in  advance  and  take  this  imaginary  jour- 
ney.” This,  he  implied,  might  keep  some  from  hell’s  punishment. 

He  also  reviewed  other  results  of  the  final  judgment.  He 
noted  that  “We  don’t  like  to  talk  about  repentence,  b.ut  some 
day  it  will  seem  good  to  us.”  Elder  Sill  then  asked,  “How  are 
you  going  to  repent  of  a telestiar or  terrestrial  body?” 

THE  CELESTIAL  KINGDOM  is  the  “purpose  for  which 
l we  live,”  he  concluded.

As  mentioned  in  this  column  before,  the  maximum  num- 
ber of  students  allowed  in  a social  unit  is  60.

This  is  one  of  the  criticisms  of  the  system  used  at  BYU. 
The  total  17  units,  nine  women’s  and  8 men’s,  are  unable  to 
handle  all  those  signing  up  for  rush  with  the  maximum  of  60 
overshadowing  them. 

HOWEVER,  HAVE  you  ever  thought  what  a social  unit 
would  be  over  60?  It  would  be  an  unmanageable  group  of  stu- 
dents who  wouldn’t  be  able  to  function  as  successfully  as  they 
do  with  60  and  under.  Many  fraternities  and  sororities  at  other 
colleges  and  universities  have  less  than  60. 

The  way  to  solve  the  problem  is  to  start  new  social  units. 
How  do  you  think  the  other  units  on  campus  started?  A group 
of  fellows  or  girls  got  together,  planned  a program,  and  worked 
toward  it. 

IT’S  NO  EASY  task  to  start  a social  unit.  You  have  to  be 
sure  of  a certain  number  of  members  so  you  at  least  will  have 
some  money  to  get  going.  Starting  a unit  isn’t  something  you 
can  jump  into.  Your  plans  have  to  be  laid  out  carfully.  But  17 
other  units  did  it.

These  are  examples,  if  slightly 
far-fetched,  of  the  results  of  free 
homemaking  help  available  to 
BYU  coeds  six  days  a week. 

"THE  Home  Economics  Con- 
sultant Service  has  grown  so 
much  from  its  beginning  in  1953 
that  it  requires  two  centers,’’ 
said  Mrs.  Helen  Wakefield, 
trained  home  economist,  but  the 
problem  now  is  getting  1500  girls 
to  realize  such  services  are  here 
for  them.” 

Mrs.  Wakefield  is  one  of  four 
“special  instructors,”  all  trained 
home  economists,  provided  by 
the  Homemaking  Education 
Dept,  of  the  College  of  Family 
Living.  The  other  three  consult- 
ants are  Mrs.  Florence  Beck, 
Mrs.  Betty  Jo  Donnell,  and  Mrs 
Irene  Tomson. 

BESIDES  personnel,  the  Home- 


making Education  Dept,  provides 
the  twice  monthly  demonstra- 
tions given  by  the  Consultant 
Service,  while  Housing  provides 
all  facilities  used  including  each 
center’s  seven  sewing  machines. 

The  two  consultation  centers 
are  located  in  Heritage  Halls  No. 
9 (Rogers)  and  No.  13  (Snow). 
Both  centers  are  open  every 
weekday  from  10  a.m.  to  6 p.m., 
while  Snow  Hall  is  open  from  0 
to  9:30  p.m.  each  evening  and 
, Rogers  Hall  is  open  all  day  Sat- 
I urdays. 

"Besides  having  a trained  con- 
sultant available  to  help  with 
sewing  problems,  whether  ‘start- 
ing from  scratch,’  mending,  al- 
tering, or  remodeling,”  said  Mrs. 
Wakefield,  "girls  can  learn  time- 
saving,  money-saving  methods  of 
, feeding  a family  nutritionally  at 
! out  demonstrations  every  two 
weeks.”

The  Cougars,  high  in  the  cur- 
rent Skyline  standings  with  a 
2-1  record,  meet  the  Redskins  in 
Salt  Lake  City  Friday  night  at 
8 p.m. 

UTAH  HAS  for  a long  time 
been  a No.  1 Cougar  rival  and 
the  game  will  be  one  of  the 
season’s  highlights  for  both  clubs. 

In  previous  games  the  Red- 
skins have  triumphed  47  times 
with  BYU  close  behind  with  46 
victories  to  their  credit.  The 
Utes  are  the  only  team  in  the 
-league  with  a winning  record 
against  the  Cats. 

- In  conference  play  the  Cats 
have  shown  surprising  force 
. coming  up  with  victories  over 
Montana  U.  63-58,  and  last  week 
end  over  Wyoming,  73-51. 

THE  COUGARS  have  a squad 
of  fine  shooters  paced  by  Dave 
Eastis,  Gary  Earnest,  and  Valoy 
Eaton.  Eastis,  the  hooking  cen- 
ter, put  in  24  points  against  CSU 
and  23  in  the  win  over  Wyoming. 
Mark  Miller,  who  has  recently 
taken  over  a forward  spot.^dunk- 
ed  23  points  in  the  Cowboy 
game. 

Statistics  show  the  Cat  weak- 
ness to  be  scoring  on  the  guard 
line.  Last  weekend’s  play  saw 
five  guards  in  action  with  a total 
of  11  points  between  them. 

In  league  play  this  season 
Brigham  Young  leads  in  defense. 
The  Cougars  also  have  the  most 
accurate  shooting  attack  and  the 
best  individual  marksmen. 

The  Cougar  defense  has  held 
opponents  to  an  average  of  54.3 
points  per  game.  Miller  leads 
the  shooters  with  a 64.0%  mark 
and  the  Cats  as  a team  are  shoot- 
ing at  42.5%. 

UTAH’S  offense  has  averaged 
81.5  points  per  game  this  sea- 
son, as  they  lead  the  league  in 
this  field. 


Last  year  the  Redskins  barely 
scraped  by  the  fighting  Cougars 
with  a 76-74  score  once  and  won 
decisively  70-56. 

Utah  has  seven  returning  let- 
termen  this  year  plus  the  serv- 
ices of  sophomore  Bill  McGill, 
who  as  a freshman  averaged  26.3 
points  per  game,  and  who  has 
been  a strong  power  in  all  their 
games  this  season. 

OTHER  STRONG  players  in 
the  tribe  are  Allen  Holmes,  a 
transfer  from  Weber  College, 
and  Gary  Chestang,  who  was 
last  year’s  leading  rebounder 
with  206  take  downs  and  lead- 
ing scorer  with  296  points. 

This  season  the  Redskin’s  con- 
ference record  stands  at  4-1.
